}Puts Cases at 1,250,000 


Throughout Nation; 
Deaths Few. 


DISEASE EPIDEMIC, 
BUT TYPE IS MILD 


Denies Any Cause for Alarm: 
Expects Fatalities to Be 
Above 15,000 for Year. 


(Associated Press.) 

Surgeon General Cumming gaid yes- 
terday that he viewed the influenza sit- 
uation as “serjous.” And believed there 
Was “every indication” that the out- 
break will spread through the At- 
lantic States. He added that deaths 
this year might exceed 15,000. 

Deaths in the 1918 epidemic, how- 
ever, were 500,000 in excess of the nor- 
mal number from the disease. In 1920 
there were 100,000 excess deaths, and in 
1926 there were between 15,000 and 
20,000. 

Second Wave Held Possible. 

The surgeon general also declared 
that there was the possibility of a sec- 
ond and more severe wave of the epl- 
demic later in the winter. He reas- 
sured the public against alarm, how- 
ever, emphasizing the mildness of the 
type of disease now prevalent, and the 
apparent absence of complications, 

“There is every indication, as 1 see 
it,” Dr. Cumming said, “that the epi- 
demic will spread through the Atlantic 
States as it has gone through the West 
This seems to be a typical influenza 
epidemic, and it is similar to the 1918 
Outbreak in the mildness of the first 
cases.”

Death Rate is Low. 


Noting reports of 52 cities to the 
census bureau, showing 710 deaths, 
‘CSiipared with 475 deaths in 62 cities 
for the previous week, he said the mor- 
tality rate was meeting expectations of 
large advances in deaths as the num- 
ber of cases increases, 

“The death rate now is low in pro- 
portion to the number of cases,” he 
added, “and consequently 1 see no 
reason for public alarm. However, any 
epidemic so widespread as this one is 
serious. There is every justification to 
think that this year’s mortalit, will be 
greater than that of 1926.” 

‘The estimate of 1,250,000 cases was 
based or 240,562 cases actually re- 
ported yesterday from all but seven 
States. This figure included estimates 
for Iowa and Kentucky. 


Another death was reported to the 
District Health Department yesterday, 
bringing the total of “flu” casualties 
here this month to eighteen. Health 
Officer Fowler predicted. that there 
would be other deaths from the disease, 
but urged the public not to become 
alarmed, 

Dr, Fowler said that 45 additional 
cases Of influenza were reported to him 
yesterday, sending the total of known 
cases to 325. 

The health officer pointed out that 
whenever the public’s attention is call- 
ed to an influenza epidemic there is 
invariably an increase in the number 
of deaths caused by this disease.

Bolivians Retake Fort,

CURE OF DIABETES

Hormone, Active Principle in 
Control of Sugar, Isolated 
by Savants. 


SYNTHETIC PRODUCT NEXT 


New York, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—Achieve- 
ment of another step toward prolong- 
ing human life was announced to the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science tonight. The advance 
is a chemical discovery, which furthers 
the attempt of medicine to simplify 
and possibly make less costly its treat- 
ment of diabetes and diseases which 
depend on control of the sugar in hu- 
man bodies. 

The discovery was the isolation 
the active principle that controls su- 
gar, called a hormone, which is oper- 
ative in insulin, the recently discov- 
ered remedy for diabetes. Insulin now 
is made from animal extractions, and 
chemists wish to learn how to make it 
synthetically, because the animal ex- 
traction is laborious and costly and the 
purity of the product synthetically 
made can be assured with more ease. 
Isolation of the hormone was necessary 
before any attempt could be made to 
synthetize it. 

Announcement of the isolation was 
made by Prof. John J. Abel and Dr. H. 
Jensen, of Johns Hopkins. Prof. Abel 
said: 

“We believe this to be the first in- 
stance of the isolation of a powerful 
specific hormone in the form of a crys- 
talline protein of a relatively simple 
composition.” 

The significance may be understood 
from the fact that hormones are the 
agencies of control of life produced by 
the ductless glands and that heretofore 
only three of them have been isolated 
—adrenalin, thyroxin and  pituitin. 
Prof. Abel isolated the last two named. 

He said that in the new hormone 
more than 3 per cent sulphur has been 
found, also considerable nitrogen and 
five different amino acids. These are 
acids such as appear in milk and other 
substances produced by living animals. 
Professor Abel said Work on identify- 
ing the remaining substances in the 
hormone is under way and that when 
it is completed the syntheticis can be 
undertaken. 

, He defined the importance of. hor- 
mones by saying, “We are only at the 
beginning of knowledge concerning the 
chemical and physiological problems 
that are presented in this great field.”

CALLS ASSAILANT SUITOR 


Shot down late last night in front 
of his home by a man from whose 
automobile his wife had just alighted, 
Henry Collins, 35 years old, of Conduit 
road, Montgomery County, Md., is near 
death at Georgetown University Hos- 
pital, with four pisto) wounds in his 
body. One of the bullets entered his 
abdomen and forced physicians to per- 
form an emergency operation shortly 
after midnight. 

His assailant, said to be a paper- 
hanger named Ralph Cappy, of Wash- 
ington and Pittsburgh, escaped from 
the scene in his automobile and was 
the object of a thorough search early 
téday by Montgomery County and Dis- 
trict police. 

Mrs. Collins and her brother, Al- 
fred Z. Frazzell, who lives nearby, were 
witnesses of the shooting. Mrs. Col- 
lins became hysterical] after the affray, 
while Frazzell went to the hospital 
with the wounded man and corrob- 
orated the story told to Policeman K, 
H Davis, of the Seventh Precinct, by 
Collins. 

In addition to the wound in his ab- 
domen, Collins has wounds in the 
right hand, the right thigh and the 
right forearm, all from a small cal- 
iber revolver. 

The shooting, according to reports 
made by Policeman Davis and Mont- 
gomery County Policeman James Old- 
field, following their interviews with 
Collins and Frazzell, was enacted as {fol- 
lows: 

Collins came out of the house when 
an automobile drove-up, and while his 
wife was alighting he walked toward 
the machine. Seeing his approach, the 
driver stepped on the starter and at- 
tempted to get away, whereupon Col- 
lins picked up a stone. This action 
resulted in the driver alighting, pulling 
out a pistol and firing four shots into 
Collins. He then reentered his auto- 
mobile and disappeared. 

Frazzell told the police he was not 
with Collins at the time of the shoot- 
ing, but was standing on the porch of 
his home, several doors away. 

According to additional information 
gathered by the police, the shooting 


followed a rift in friendship. Cappy 
and Collins and Mrs. Collins were 
very friendly until last week, when 
Collins is said to have objected to 
Cappy’s attention to his wife, police 
were told. ’ \ 

James Collins, of 3401 Q street north- 
west, a brother of the wounded man, 
informed ‘police, they say, that Cappy 
told him a few days ago that he in- 
tended to kill Henry Collins.

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 27 (A.P.).— 
The Federal District Court today hand- 
ed down a decision that the buyer of 
illegal liquor can be prosecuted if he 
is a party to its transportation. 

The decision, regarded by Federal 
authorities here as of the highest im- 
portance iX the enforcement of the 
national prohibition law, was handed 
down by Judge W. H. Kirkpatrick in 
the case of Alfred E. Norris, New York 
broker. Norris was fined $200 and will 
appeal the decision, 

Judge Kirkpatrick sald the mere pur- 
chase of liquor is not an offense un- 
der the national prohibition act, and 
that the purchaser can not be con- 
victed of alding and abetting the sale. 

“It does not follow, said 
the Court, “that, transporta- 
tion is required by thre agreement, there 
may not be an aumission of the buyer 
and seller for conspiracy to transport, 
even though what is contemplated Is 
simply the delivery of the thing sold. 
Transportation of intoxicating liquors 
is made a distinct substantive offense 
by the act. It in- 
volved in every sale.”

“In respect to the transportation,”

did far more than know and acquiesce 
He did merely iet 
Kerper know that he was in the markct 
for liquor. By his repeated orders of 
whisky telephoned from New York 
Philadelphia, he became a party to an 
agreement which required Kerper to 
transport the liquor and he promised to 
pay him for doing it. Thus he not only 
solicited, but bound Kerper, by such 
obligation as the character of 
transportation permitted, 
the offense.

BULLETIN OF DOCTORS 
ADMITS LOST GROUND 


Failure to Keep Strength 
and Disinclination for 
Food Reported. 


TWO CONSULTATIONS 
HELD BY PHYSICIANS 


Bacteriologist Is Recalled; 
Ray Treatments Again Are 
Put Into Use. 


London, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—An: authorte 
tative statement from Buckingham 
Palace at midnight tonight emphasized 
the grave condition of King George, 
following upon this evening’s bulletin 
indicating his condition was less satis- 
factory. 

The statement said that the king 
has had and continues to have a very 
narrow margin of safety, and, owing to 
today’s relapse, that margin has be- 
come smaller. 

The statement appreciably deepened 
disappointment felt earlier in the eve- 
ning at the less favorable seport posted 
by his majesty’s physicians then. 

The position, it was explained, is that 
there has been a check in his prog- 
ress and in the case of a man in such 
a weakened condition as is the king, 
such a check of necessity must be se- 
rious. 

A bacteriological examination was 
made by Dr. J. E. H. Whitby at the 
palace this afternoon and it was un- 
derstood late tonight that the doctors 
intend to carry out a further general 
review of the case tomorrow, 

King Loses Ground, 

The king today lost some of the 
ground that he had gained in the last 
ten days of his prolonged illness. He 
was weaker and had to be persuaded to 
take nourishment. 

The development, announced in the 
evening bulletin of his doctors, was 
rather unexpected. There had been two 
long consultations at the palace, but 
after each there was word from official 
sources that the monarch’s condition 
was unchanged. At the second consul- 
tation the regular physicians were 
joined by Dr. Whitby, a bacteriologist, 
who had been called into the case sev- 
eral times. The other consultants were 
Sir Hugh Rigby, surgeon; Sir Stanley 
Hewett and Lord Dawson of Penn. The 
latter three signed the evening bul- 
letin, the first issued in 24 hours. It 
said: 

“During today his majesty’s condition 
has not been so satisfactory. There has 
been a disinclination to take nourish- 
ment and the strength has been less 
well maintained.

LAND ON LONG THlP 


Next Sight of Shore Will Be 
When Utah Sights Capes 
on Virginia Coast. 


SPEEDS TOWARD EQUATOR 


On Board U. S. S. Utah, Dec. 27 (A. 
P.).—President-elect Hoover today left 
behind him the last sight of land that 
he will have until ten days from now, 
when the battleship Utah sights the 
Virginia Capes. 


Rounding the northeastern corner of 
Brazil, a great shoulder of land jutting 
far into the Atlantic, the Utah this 
afternoon headed due north for the 
equator, which it will cross late to- 
morrow. 

All morning the mountains of the 
Brazilian coast were visible 20 or 30 
miles away across the blue tropical 
waters, which rolled gently under the 
southeastern trade winds. 

At about noon, off Natal, the Utah 
was 22 miles fron shore, the closest 
to land that it had been since leaving 
Rio de Janeiro, its noon position was 
5:56 degrees south latitude and 34:46 
west longtitude, or about 356 miles 
south of the equator. 

The Utah is steaming about 350 miles 
a day and today had passed from the 
squall aree of the last few days. To- 
day’s weather was pleasant, because the 
equatorial heat tempered the steady 
breeze. 

During the morning the President- 
elect watched “gencral quarters,” a 
ship drill, consisting of battle practice 
and theoretical firing with long-range 
guns. 

Every bluejacket took his battle post 
and all the operations of engaging an 
enemy were carried out except the 
actual firing of the guns. 

Mr. Hoover also during the day read 
and dictated letters and walked on 
deck for exercise. 


Special Envoy Urged. 


Rio Janeiro, Brazil, Dec. 27 (A,P.).— 
The possibility that the Brazillian gov- 
ernment may send a special ambassa- 
dor to Washington for the inaugura- 
tion of Herbert Hoover, has been sug- 
gested here. There seems to be a gen- 
eral feeling in government and pop- 
ular circles that such a gesture would 
be particularly appropriate in view of 
the enthusiastic way in which the peo- 
ple of Brazil welcomed the President- 
elect. No official action has been taken, 
however. 

It is usual for Brazil to send a spe- 
cial ambassador to inaugurations in 
neighboring countries such as Argen- 
tina and Uruguay, but this would be 
the first time that such an 
dor would be sent to the United States 
for an inauguration. 


Salutes Not 
(Assoctated Press.) 

In a message from the battleship 
Utah to the commandant of the Fifth 
Naval District at Norfolk, Va., Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover requested yesterday 
that “all salutes, honors and calls be 
dispensed with” in his arrival on 
January 6, at Hampton Roads, and that 
all military and naval authorities at 
Norfolk and Fortress Monroe be noti- 
fied of his preference in this matter. 

If the weather permits, the message 
stated, the Hoover party willl disembark 
at Old Point Comfort after luncheon, 
going directly from the dock to the 
railroad station to take a special train 
to Washington. All passengers will be 
put ashore in the Utah’s own boats, 
but two tugs have been requested to 
trar.sfer baggage and supplies. 

About 60 truckloads of matertal, it 
is estimated, will have to be trans- 
ferred. Trucks and eutomobiles to 
take the party and their baggage from 
the dock to the special train also were 
requested. Arrangements for the 
special train have been made directly 
with railroad authorities.

REPARATION POSTS 
DEPEND ON HOOVER 
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Administration Awaits Choice 
of His Aids Before Naming 
Commission Members. 


MORROW CASE INSTANCE 


By ALBERT W. FOX, 

President-elect Hoover will be con- 
sulted before the United States Govern- 
ment gives final indorsement to the 
selection of American experts by the 
reparations commission and Germany. 
This became apparent yesterday in 
connection with reports from abroad 
that Dwight Morrow, American Am- 
bassador to Mexico, was under con- 
sideration as one of the prospective 
appointees. 

Secretary of State Kellogg 
clear that Mr. Morrow could not be 
spared from his official duties in 
Mexico City. The ambassador plans 
to return to his post as soon as the 
Pan-American conference here ad- 
journs. The relations between the 
United States and Mexico have greatly 
improved since Mr, Morrow took over 
the embassy and the present adminis- 
tration wishes to see the improvement 
continue, 

There is, of course, no. intimation 
that the incoming administration will 
be bound to continue any of the diplo- 
matic appointees now serving as heads 
of American missions. but there is 
reason to believe that Mr. Morrow 
may be asked to remain in Mexico or 
will be given some other post Jn con- 
nection with the Nation’s forelgn 
policies,

Parley Set Procedure, 


The procedure agreed upon after the 
conference between Secretary Kellogg 
and Sir Esme Howard, the British Am- 
bassador, implies that the suggestions 
will first come from the cotnmission and 
Germany and then in effect be indorsed 
by the Government here. This indorse- 
ment would take the form of an ex- 
pression by the State Department that 
it had “no objection” to the selections. 

Even with an early start, the bulk of 
the work in connection with the new 
reparations program will come after 
March 4, or during the Hoover admin- 
istration. The United States Govern- 
ment will exert a controlling influence 
over the deliberations in Geneva and the 
American experts will be guided by the 
interests of their own Government, even 
though left free to use their own judg- 
ment on purely statistical or technical 
matters of finance. 

Unofficial information reaching the 
State Department continues to indi- 
cate that there will be an urgent de- 
mand for the services of Owen D. 
Young, who assisted in the preparation 
of the Dawes plan. Whether Mr. Young 
would accept or not is not known here. 

The name of Rufus C. Dawes, broth- 
er of the Vice President, continues to 
be mentioned in Geneva. The fact that 
Vice President Dawes could not be 
available before March 4 is reported to 
be a matter of regret, as there are many 
who believe his experience and success 
in reparations matters would make 
him an ideal choice.

gress, where it was learned Senator 
Moses, of New Hampshire, and Rep- 


resentative Snell, of New York, rep- 
resenting the joint congressional com- 
mittee on inaugural exercises, are ex- 
pected to place before President-elect 
Hoover January 3, a congressional re- 
quest to abandon hie plan for a sim- 
ple ceremony and permit a demonstra- 
tion including 10,000 troops. 

Representative Snell said as a mem- 
ber of the joint committee he favored 
an inaugural celebration in keeping 
with the dignity of the Government 
and that it would be a good idea to 
bring soldiers, sailors and marines with 
two or three service bands here for the 
parade. Explaining the plan would not 
be a very expensive one, he asserted it 
would be in keeping with the idea the 
people have of bhe presidential office 
and that the general public would like 
to see an impressive exercise. 

Conferences with hotel men, it was 
revealed at the meeting of the public 
order committee, showed that many 
available rooms were reserved already 
and that if President-elect Hoover was 
wooed from his stand for a modest 
ceremony, a record breaking crowd 
might be expected. 

Preliminary arrangements for the 
protection of visitors were laid by the 
public order committee in the board 
room of the District Building, at which 
J. Harry Cunningham, vice chairman 
of the committee, presided in the ab- 
sence of District Commissioner Proctor 
L. Dougherty, the chairman. 

A resolution providing for mainte- 
mance of public order and protection 
of life and property during the inaug- 
ural period, calling for an appropria- 
tion of least $27,000 from District ap- 
propriations, was approved for presen- 
tation to Congress. 


Necessary Expenses Provided. 


The legislation further provides for 
employment between February 28- 
March 10, official inauguration period, 
of necessary personnel, traveling ex- 
penses, means of transportation, cost 
of removal of street car loading plat- 
forms, and other incidental expenses 
which in the discretion of the District 
Commissioners are necessary. 

Under the resolution the District 
Commissioners are authorized to make 
special rules regarding traffic which 
will be in force a week prior to the in- 
auguration, during the ceremony, and a 
week following. 

The public will be informed of the 
apecial regulations, penalties for viola- 
tion of which will not become effective 
until five days after their publication. 
Penalties provide for fines not exceed- 
ing $100 or imprisonment for a maxi- 
mum period of 60 days. 

Of the appropriation called for in 
the resolution, $2,000 is allotted to 
construction, rent, and maintenance 
of temporary comfort and first. aid 
stations and information booths. 


Hesse Wants Trained Men. 


In explaining the legislation which 
he presented to the committee, Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of the 
Metropolitan police department, said 
it was his intention to hire trained 
plain clothes men from all of the 
large cities east of the Mississippi to 
assist the local force instead of un- 
trained men as special police as here- 
tofore. Trained policewomen will also 
be included in this group to cope with 
the crooks and criminals who will be 
drawn here by the enormous crowds.

COAST GUARD GETS 
OPEEDIEST GHAGER 


50-Mile-an-Hour Craft Will 
Be Used Off Miami to Run 
Down Bootleggers. 


CARRIES TWO REAL GUNS 


United Press. 

Rum runners who ply up and down 
the South Florida Coast will receive 
a New Year's greeting from the Coast 
Guard in the form of a triple-threat 
rum chaser. 

This boat, now being tested out at 
Baltimore, will be dispatched to Miam! 
on January 1 to make the South 
Florida peninsula as dry as possible. 

According to Coast Guard head- 


quarters, the mystery boat has speed— 
greater than ever before placed in a 
boat of its size. It has machine guns 
and one pounders, and it is equipped 
with an armor-plated bow, knife- 
edged and capable of a wicked ram- 
ming blow. 

Expert marine engineers have taken 
a 60-foot speed boat, with a wide 
curved and dominating prow. They 
armor plated the hull and the pilot 
house with half-inch steel, capable of 
withstanding machine gun fire. 

At first the engineers tried the boat 
with two 425-horsepower Liberty air- 
plane’ engines. It worked successfully 
so they added a third engine which 
gives the vessel 1,275 horsepower and 
pushes it through the water at better 
than 50 miles an hour with a roar like 

of a hurricane. 

The boat was christened the Sea Gull. 
It went through the water so fast, dur- 
ing tests, there was nothing visible ex- 
cept foam and glistening spray. 

Marine engineers say never before has 
sO much speed and power been placed 
in a boat of its size and weight. With 
careful tuning up they believe it might 
be able to develop a speed near a mile 
a minute. 

In the past 
from West Indian keys to the Florida 
mainland have been able to secure bet- 
ter and faster boats than the Coast 
Guard. In many. cases, when sighted

WITNESSES GIVE FACTS 


Henry Kreitzer, 30, of Bowle, Md., | 
last night was held for action of the | 
grand jury by a coroner’s jury at Bowle :

Because 
of the illness of State’s Attorney J. 
Frank Parran, Raymond Hassall, law 
partner of former State’s Attorney J 
Wilson Ryon, brother of the dead man, 
acted for the State. Ryon several 
times prompted Hassall in questioning 
witnesses, 

Hassall asked the jury to return a 
verdict of murder in holding the de- 
fendant for the grand jury. The jury, 
however, contented itself with stating 
that Kreitzer had fired the fatal bul- 
let and recommending that he be held 
for the grand jury. 

Herbert Jones, who had gone to 
Kreitzer’s home to go to a show with 
Ryon and Kreltzer, was the star de- 
fense witness. He testified that Kreit- 
zer had fired his automatic pistol Sun- 
day before the shooting in a cornfield 
and that when he returned home he 
pointed the- pistol at his wife. 

Jones said he remonstrated with 

and that Mrs. Kreitzer re- 
that the gun was empty. He 
said that on Monday, the day, before 
the shooting, he and Kreitzer had gone 
to Baltimore and that on the way home 
had remarked that he had 
forgotten to get bullets for his auto- 
matic and that he had no bullets for it.

NAVAL MEN DEFEND 
SEA MINE INVENTOR 


|) 


Deny Roosevelt’s Assertion 
He Was Crank or That He 
was Overpaid. 


KNOW OF NO LAWSUIT 


The inventor of the antenna type of 
mine, used in the North 
Sea barrage from Scotland to Norway, 
mentioned by Franklin D. Rooseveit 
Wednesday night in his address before 
the Poughkeepsie Post of the American 
Legion, Ralph Brown, 
Mass., an X-ray expert. Naval officers 
who worked with Mr. Brown 
agree with Mr. Roosevelt that 
ventor of the mine adopted for this 
enterprise was of the “crank” 
In fact, they speak of him in the high- 
est. terms. 

No officer who had knowledge of the 
work and who could ‘be found today 
felt that Mr. Brown was overpaid for 
his invention or that 81,000 would 
have been ample compensation. Like- 
wise, no trace could be 
a suit for $2,000,000 which 
velt understands has been 
inventor. 

Mr. Brown assigned his patent 
the Government. One officer, who was 
in close tuch with this development, 
gave it as his recollection that Mr. 
Brown received $200,000 for the as- 
signment of his patent, but had to 
pay back half of it to Uncle Sam in 
the form of “excess-profits."” This of- 
flcer said the inventor gave no indica- 
tion that he was not satisfied with the 
net return of $100,000, and expressed 
doubt that Mr. Borwn had instituted 
suit for $2,000,000 or any other amount. 

According to the naval experts, as 
Originally presented, the Brown idea 
was not practical. However, with the 
cooperation of the inventor, it was 
developed and utilized in the North 
Sea barrage. 

In pronouncing the original 
tion as impractical, however, the naval 
experts stated frankly that this was 
no reflection whatever upon Mr. Brown.

This made it possible to place the 
mines to the best possible advantage 
in the barrage without danger of caus- 
ing explosions when one mine came in 
contact with another. When an enemy 
submarine came in contact with any 
part of the machinery it was sure to 
cause an explosion, with resultant 
disaster to the undersea boat.

He drew a sketchy picture ‘ 
prehistoric man in Mongolia as re- 
vealed by fossils, saying, “The special 
significance lies in the fact that we 
were able to interpret not the culture 
alone, but the physical environment of 
the early man in the Gobi regions.” 

These early men dug graves in three 
shapes—round, oval and rectangular. 
Some they fenced all about with slabs 
of stone, others they covered with 
Slabs. Pictures were fuund on rocks 
of camels, horses and wild animals now 
extinct. Locally, the quarries revealed 
tools of jasper, which ir design corre- 
sponded with flint tools made by pre- 
historic European peoples from 40,000 
to 200,000 years ago. 

Abruptly, at a period estimated at 
about a million years ago, Dr. Berkey 
said, there is a break beyond which no 
fossils throwing light on earlier man 
or his ancestors have been found. There 
is hope of finding these clews some 
day in Central Asia, because animal 
fossils have been uncovered there of 
an antiquity believed to be far greater. 
In the Gobi region, he said, have been 
discovered both the newest species of 
fgssil remains and a more complete 
record of them than anywhere else in 
the world. 


Sea Index of Age. 


Prof. Alfred C. Lane, of Tufts Col- 
lege, described recent studies of the age 
of the world by the method of measur- 
ing the growth of salt in the sea car- 
ried there by rivers. These computa- 
tions tend to bear out:some of the 
newest theories of the earth’s age, 
which put it at the figure 1,500,000,000 
years. 

A discovery “within the past year” 
that ties Florida definitely to the 
North American continent, was an- 
nounced by Dr. Wyeth Cooke, of the 
United States Geological Survey, and 
Stuart Mossom, formerly State Geologist 
of Florida. This discovery was an in- 
dication that Florida’s foundation rocks 
never were separated from what now is 
the United States by any deep aren, 
as is Cuba, though the surface of Flori 
da has sunk repeatedly under the sea. 

Experiments/indicating that the blind 
spot in the human eye is not blind 
but sensitive to “practically all the 
phenomena met in normal vision’’ were 
announced by Prof. Harry Helson, of 
Bryn Mawr.

TRICKING THE CONSTITUTION. 
Senator Norris and other socialists are in- 
dulging the hope that the Muscle Shoals bill 
can be foisted upon the country by a trick 
construction of the Constitution. The bill was 
pocketed by the President at the adjournment 


of the last session. It is now asserted that a 


bill subjected to the pocket veto becomes a 
law without the President’s approval, if Con- 
gress has merely taken a recess from one ses- 
sion to another. Great stress is laid upon the 
word “adjournment,” which is held by the 


Nebraska brand of constitutional lawyers to 
refer only to the end of a term of Congress 
and not to the termination of a session. 
In the same article of the Constitution, how- 
ever, appears the following: 
Neither house, during the session of 
Congress, shall, without the consent of 


Nhe other, adjourn for more than three 
days. 


Thus Senator Norris finds himself at odds 
with the authors of the Constitution, who em- 
ploy the word ‘“adjourn’”’ in its common and 
ordinary meaning, and not in the highly so- 
phisticated and esoteric sense favored by the 
prairie-dog school of thought. But this is not 
the first time that Senator Norris has dis- 
agreed with the authors of the Constitution. 
His most painful moments, indeed, are those 
in which he discovers, to his dismay, that he 
agrees with them; and the Record is full of 
his apologies in such cases, 

The interpretation placed by the Nebraskan 
upon the second clause of section 7 of the first 
article of the Constitution would, if it became 
effective, enable a majority at any time to 
make a law by passing a bill and then sud- 
denly adjourning Congress, thereby prevent- 
ing the President from vetoing the Dill. If 
this trick could be accomplished in behalf of 
the Muscle Shoals bill it would be a fine vic- 
tory for socialism, but it is possible that the 
Supreme Court may not become a party to the 
scheme for eliminating the President as a part 
of the law-making power. 


CHAIN FARMING. 


The “chain farm’? idea is coming in for a 
good deal of discussion before the American 
Farm Economic Association in session in Chi- 
cago. It was inevitable that the idea should 
have gained ground. Cooperative marketing 
systems no longer need any defense and the 
“chain farm’? idea merely carries the co- 
operative plan into the field of production. 

‘Since the dawn of history agriculture has 
been a one-man, or at most a one-family, 
pioposition. In the West, in certain sections 
of Canada, South America and elsewhere, it 
is true that there has developed the large in- 
dustrialized farm unit, but it is the exception 
rather than the rule. The fact that these 
fndustrialized farm units, worked with the aid 
of the most modern machinery, frequently have 
proved profitable, however, may be taken to 
indicate that the ‘“‘chain farm” also would 
prove profitable. In the final analysis the 
‘chain farm’? merely appropriates to agricul- 
ture the economic principles found advan- 
tageous to all industry. 

‘The “‘chain farm” plan, it is said, has a 
tendency .to transform farm owners into 
tenants. Farm tenantry never has become 
widespread in the United States, and it would 
be a pity were such a development permitted 
at this late date. The ‘‘chain farm” idea, how- 
ever, does not necessarily have to be developed 
through operating corporations and tenants. 
Just as the cooperative marketing associatjon 
idea has been developed by farm owners, the 
“chain farm” can be developed through asso- 
ciations of independent farm owners. 


CONVERT THE PUBLIC. 


Malcolm D. Almack, 15-year-old Palo Alto 
high school lad, was declared winner of the 
Durant $5,000 school prize for the best plan 
for making effective the prohibition laws.

Each of its 
several provisions have been tried-time and 
again without avail. The public does not 
choose to make the prohibition laws effective, 
and it is generally held that therein les the 
explanation for their failure. Young Almack, 
in the high and enthusiastic hope of youth, 
proposes voluntary cooperation as a panacea 
for nonenforcement, and he has struck upon 
the only practicable scheme. His plan puts 
Maj. Mills’ to shame. 


TWO IMMIGRATION BILLS. 

Two months of this session will remain 
when Congresg returns from the holiday ad- 
jJournment. Barring filibuster a great deal of 
worth-while work can be done before March 4. 

Among the important bills offered for the 
consideration of Congress are two by Senator 
Blease, of South Carolina, which affect the 
administration of the immigration laws. One 
of these. relates to aliens who have once been 


deported and who have again entered the 
country surreptitiously. The other provides 
for the identification of lawfully resident 
aliens by administrative means. Both are 
highly important measures. 

Except as provided in a special act relating 
to the exclusion and expulsion from the United 
States of those who are members of the an- 
archistic and similar classes, there is no pro- 
vision of law under which a penalty other 
than repeated deportation can be imposed on 
aliens who have been expelled from the United 
States and who reenter the country unlaw- 
fully. The cost of redeportation is a con- 
siderable drain upon the Treasury, and since 
no imputation of crime or penalty is connected 
with the deportation procedure it is not sur- 
prising that illegal entry is now attempted by 
deported aliens on later occasions. The Blease 
measure provides that any alien who has been 
arrested and deported and who. thereafter 
gains admission to the United States except 
through lawful channels shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony and upon conviction shall 
be punished by fine or imprisonment, followed 
by deportation under the usual procedure, 

The naturalization act of 1906, which fs still 
in force, makes it the duty of immigration 
officers to cause to be granted to arriving 
aliens a certificate showing certain informa- 
tion concerning the record of arrival. Fol- 
lowing the passage of this law admitted aliens 
were supplied with a simple certificate, but 
for one reason or another the practice was 
abandoned, and for many years certificates of 
arrival were furnished only in connection with 
naturalization proceedings, and then not di- 
rectly to the alien concerned. 

A form of certificate of admission has been 
recently prepared by the Department of Labor, 
and beginning on July 1, 1928, has been {is- 
sued to every alien permanently admitted as 
an immigrant. Without question the identl- 
fication card is a document of great value to 
lawfully admitted immigrants. Its possession 
facilitates naturalization proceedings, and 
otherwise enables the holder to establish his 
status as a lawful resident. That these identl- 
fication cards, as now issued in conformity 
with the naturalization statute, are appreci- 
ated by those to whom they have been issued 
since July of this year is evidenced by the 
fact that the Department of Labor reports a 
very considerable demand for similar certifi- 
cates from immigrants who were admitted 
prior to July. No provision has been made 
for the issuance of documents of any kind in 
such cases. 

The purpose of the Blease bill is to enable 
the Commissioner General of Immigration, 
with the approval of the Secretary of Labor, 
to provide aliens who are lawfully resident in 
the United States with certificates of admis- 
sion or residence similar to those now issued, 
in conformity with law, to arriving immi- 
grants. Perhaps authority might be implied 
for the issuance of certificates to prior ad- 
mitted immigrants, but some doubt has been 
raised as to whether such authority does exist, 
in view of the fact that the language of the 
statute provides for their issuance to arriving 
aliens. Furthermore, the cost of meeting all 
of the requests which would come in from 
aliens admitted during the past twenty years 
would make their-issuance impossible without 
considerable additional appropriations. The 
suggested law provides for a small charge for 
each certificate sufficient to reimburse the 
Government for the expense incurred. 

Both of the Blease measures would be of 
material aid in enforcing the immigration 
laws. The number of aliens who enter in vio- 
lation of law, or who enter as seamen in pur- 
suit of their calling, as visitors and as transits, 
and remain unlawfully, makes identification of 
legal residents necessary both to them and to 
the Government. As to providing penalties 
for willful surreptitious entry after an unde- 
sirable alien has once been deported, no com- 
ment is necessary: Deported aliens who re- 
enter illegally should be taught by appropriate 
means that the laws can not be lightly dis- 
regarded. . 


BYRD AT THE ICE BARRIER. 


On Christmas Day, strictly according to 
schedule, the Byrd Antarctic expedition 
reached the great ice barrier that separates 
Ross Sea from the South Pole. The expedi- 
tion stands at the threshold of one of the 
greatest adventures ever experienced by man. 
Its hardships have only begun, but of such 
caliber are the men who have followed Com- 
mander Byrd to Antarctica that they see no 
hardships but anticipate joyfully the. oppor- 
tunities for accomplishment that lie ahead. 

Although, naturally, Commander’ Byrd 
would like to be the first to fly to the South 
Pole, his main interest lies in exploring the 
vast antarctic plateau of which mankind 
knows practically nothing. What nature of 
terrain lies beneath the thick sheet of ice that 
perpetually covers this last unknown conti- 
nent? What meteorological phenomena are 
to be seen? What is the nature and velocity 
of the winds that howl across the jagged 
wastes? What effect may these have upon 
the weather of the habitable areas of the 
world? These and numerous other questions 
have.never been answered. 

Brave men accompany Commander Byrd. 
Bach was chosen for his hardihood, his ability 
and his enthusiasm. Each set sail from the 
United States several months ago ready and 
willing to sacrifice two years of his career at 
least, and his life if plans go awry, in the 
hope of discovering something of value to

humankind. Each left the security of home 
to live in a shack in bitter cold far beyond 
the last outpost of civilization. 

The expedition, however, has comforts and 
facilities far beyond-any of its predecessors. 
By radio an interested world is kept closely 
informed of its progress, and those left be- 
hind are able upon occasion to send messages 
of cheer. The village that will be set up as 
base for the expedition will be composed of 
portable houses, especially designed to give 
shelter from the rigors of the icy climate. 
There will be a well-stocked library and a rec- 
reation hall. There will be dehydrated foods 
and especially preserved delicacies sufficient 
to make possible tempting as well as nourish- 
ing menus. Dog sleds will be used only for 
short treks, for there are four airplanes with 
which the major reconnaissances will be made. 

It is midsummer in Antarctica, and daylight 
prevails. It is not likely, however, that flying 
can be got under way before the dark days of 
winter set in. The world awaits the first 
flights with interest. It is confident that the 
Byrd expedition will return two years hence 
with a store of knowledge that will enrich 
the world. 


RADIO SHORT-WAVE ALLOTMENTS. 


Following a year’s consideration, the Radio 
Commission on Wednesday made public its 
decision on 848 applications for short-wave 
licenses. As was the case with distribution of 
channels in the broadcasting band, the prin- 
cipal problem that had to be overcome was 
fitting in the large number of applications to 
the limited band. The commission reserved a 
total of 148 channels for commercial mobile 
services. It assigned 134 channels to ama- 
teurs and 100 telegraph channels to visual 
broadcasting, and set aside 70 channels for 
commercial point-to-point services. The Radio 
Corporation of America and the Mackay in- 
terests were denied new channels, but 40 chan- 
nels were assigned to the Universal Wireless 
Communications Co., of Buffalo, with a con- 
dition that it must put into effect before De- 
cember 31, 1931, a point-to-point service be- 
tween 110 cities in the 48 States. 

The Mackay interests and the Radio Cor- 
poration already control a number of chan- 
nels. In a separate statement Commissioner 
Lafount assumes responsibility for the motion 
granting 40 channels to the Universal Co., and 
points out that the Radio Corporation and the 
Mackay Co., with the channels previously 
alloted to them and now in use, “‘plus some 
others that the commission may grant them, 
will be well cared for.’”’ The three companies, 
he says, ‘“‘will be able to operate extensive 
wireless communication networks in the 
country, thus providing competition con- 
templated by the radio act.” 

An interesting development is about to take 
place. It is probably best that there should be 
competition among operators of commercial 
wireless, but when radio begins to carry the 
Nation’s messages in any considerable volume, 
what is to happen to the telegraph and tele- 
phone companies? Wire services have a defl- 
nite place in the communication scheme. The 
Nation can not afford to see them abandoned. 
Ultimately, of course, there will be enough 
traffic for each type of service, but in the 
meantime if radio should prove quicker or 
cheaper the wire services may have tough 
sledding. It seems not unlikely that a situ- 
ation similar to that which has developed with 
the transoceanic cables will develop with Iin- 
terior communications. 


DECREASING TIMBER RESOURCES. 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president of the 
American Tree Association, calls attention to 
the fact that the population of the United 
States is increasing at the rate of approxl- 
mately 1,000,000 per year, while the produc- 
tive forests of the country are rapidly decreas- 
ing and waste acreage is gradually growing 
larger. To supply the timber needs of a popu- 
lation estimated at 150,000,000 in 1950, it Is 
necessary to put every available acre to use 
growing trees. 

Available forests in the United States have 
been cut out until today the center of the 
lumber industry is separated by half the con- 
tinent from the manufacturing centers where 
most of the forest products are consumed. In 
spite of overstocked markets, lumber men &re 
cutting their standing stock rapidly to avoid 
further payment of taxes on it. The result is 
that the 240,000,000 acres of forest land in 
industrial ownership is being fast depleted. In 
spite of all the Forest Service can do to pre- 
serve and replace timber of the national for- 
ests, this situation creates a discouraging out- 
look for the future. : 

The aim of forestry is the production of 
timber crops each year on the same basis that 
agricultural products are grown. When tim- 
ber is ripe it should be cut and not allowed 
to go to waste. On the other hand forests 
should not be deleted year after year without 
any effort at replanting. If an adequate supply 
of wood for future use {is to be obtained, the 
conception of timber as a product supplied 
freely by nature must be changed to view 
forests as cultivated crops. Only when the 
public accepts this view and the Government 
formulates it into a national forest policy 
will the problems of timber supply and water- 
shed protection be safely on the road to solu- 
tion. 

At the present rate of forest destruction it 
is estimated that by 1950 the United States 
will have an area of idle land larger than 
New York, Pennsylvania,, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia and all of the New 
England States. .A considerable area of na- 
tional forest land has no forest growth. Some 
of it is above the timber line. The timber 
grown in national forests is only a fraction 
of the amount needed for present day use. The 
Forest Service has an important function in 
pointing the way to correct forest practices 
and in creating sentiment for rehabilitation of 
wooded areas. Use of private lands for pro- 
duction of steady commercial crops is of much 
more importance, however. Some means must 
be found, by the States or by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, of inducing private citizens to make 
use of their forest lands.

UNMAILABLE POSTALS, 


A postal card dunning the addressee 
for an account past due is unmailable 
under the postal laws, says the Path- 
finder. The ruling on this subject is 
based on the following provision of 
section 471 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations of the United States for 
1924: “All matter otherwise mailable by 
law, upon the envelope or outside 
cover Or wrapper of which, or any 
posta! card upon which, any delinea- 
tions, epithets, terms or language of an 
indecent, lewd, lascivious, obscene, 
libelous, scurrilous, defamatory or 
threatening character, or calculated by 
the terms or manner of style of display 
and obviously intended to reflect in- 
juriously upon the character or con- 
duct of another, may be written or 
printed or otherwise iripressed. or ap- 
parent, are hereby declared nonmailable 
matter, and shall not be conveyed in 
the mails nor delivered from any post- 
office nor by any letter carrier, and 
shall be withdrawn from the mails un- 
der such regulations as the Postmaster 
General shall prescribe.” 

The Postoffice Department has ruled 
that the clause in this section prohibit- 
ing language calculated by the terms or 
style of display and obviously intended 
to reflect injuriously upon the charac- 
ter or conduct of another covers and 
makes unmailable cards by which it 
appears that the addressee is being 
dunned fér an account that is past due. 

This, however, does not include cards 
that bear respectful requests for the 
settlement of current accounts or that 
give notice when an account, assess- 
ment, taxes, bills, &c., will be due, such 
cards being mailabl ,

CONTINUE T SHRI 


Federal Reserve Board Also 
Reports Falling Off in In- 
dustrial Activity. 


STOCKS REMAIN STRONG 


By ROBERT C, ALBRIGHT. 
Reflecting a continued decrease in 
the prices of farm products, whole- 
sale commodity prices declined further 
im November and the first two weeks of 


December, according to a summary of 
general business and financial condi- 
tions throughout the several Federal 
Reserve districts, made public yester- 
day by the Federal Reserve Board. 
Industrial activity declined~ some- 
what, but continued above the level 
Of & year ago, the statement disclosed. 
Security loans of member banks fell 
off sharply after the first week of 
December, while other loans increased. 
The largest price decreases during 
the six-week period were in farm and 
food products and leather, while several 
groups of industrial products, notably 
iron and steel, nonferrous metals, and 
cotton goods, generally were higher. 
Wholesale prices of gasoline and auto- 
mobile tires declined. 
Among the agricultural 
prices of raw silk, corn, livestock and 
meats, were lower during November, 
while raw cotton and wool, wheat and 
oats increased somewhat. During the 
first two weeks of December, however, 
prices of all these products, with the 
exception of raw silk, dropped. Build- 
ing materials generally were higher in 
November, but decreased somewhat to- 
ward the middle of December. 
Department store sdles showed a sea- 
s0nal decrease and approximated those 
of a year ago, while inventories con- 
tinued smaller than in 1927. Sales at 
wholesale declined seasonally, but were 
larger than in the same month of last 
year. Railroad freight shipments de- 
creaséd in volume during November 
and the early part of December, but 
oontinued larger than in 1927. 


Industrial Output Reduced. 


A reduction in the output of manu- 
factures is reported, reflecting a decrease 
in production of automobiles and steel, 
larger than is usual at this season. To- 
tal output, however, was larger than a 
year ago. Production of pig iron and 
copper continued to increase, and tex- 
tile mills remained active. Meat pack- 
ing and sugar refining declined season- 
ally and production of building ma- 
terials was smaller. 

Factory employment and pay rolls 
Were seasonally reduced, but were 
larger than in 1927. Mineral produc- 
tion was in about the same volume as 
in October, according to the index, 
which makes allowance for seasonal va- 
riations. Increases occurred in the pro- 
duction of copper, zinc and tin, while 
both anthracite and bituminous coal 
Gecreased, and the output of petro- 


joum was smaller. The value of bulld- 
ing contracts awarded receded sharply 
from the record figurés of the two pre-~ 


ceding months. 

Loans and investments of thember 
banks in leading cities increased $329,- 
000,000 during the four-week period 
ended December 19. The advance dur- 
ing the first two weeks refiected chiefly 
® rapid increase in security loans, which 
include loans to brokers and dealers 
in securities. Subsequently, a sharp 
decline in loans on securitiés was more 
than offset by a rapid increase in all 
other loans and in holdings of invest- 
ments. The increase in all other loans, 
which include loans for commercial 
purposes, was contrary to the usual 
movement at this season; and carried 
the total to the highest figure in eight 
years. 

Seasonal growth in the demand for 
currency, following upon demand caused 
by the loss of gold in earlier months, 
has carried the volume of reserve bank 
credit to the highest level in seven 
years.

Bank Loans Decrease Further, 


Loans to brokers and dealers report- 
ed to the Federal Reserve Board here 
by New York banks took another topple 
for the week ended December 26, falling 
$19,395,000 to an aggregate of $5,091,- 
427,000. This was the third successive 
decline in brokers’ loans in as many 
weeks. 

In the face of this decrease, however, 
loans “for own account” climbed $79,- 
241,000 to a total of $1,109,301,000 for 
the week. Loans “for account of out- 
of-town banks” fell away $89,687,000 
to a total of $1,659,8899,000 for the 
week, and loans “for account of others” 
dropped $8,949,000 to an aggregate of 
$2,322,227. 


Stocks Again Are Strong. 


Stocks were strong in moderate trad- 
ing on the Washington Stock Exchange 
yesterday. There was a total turnover 
of approximately 300 shares. Transac- 
tion in the bond division aggregated 
but $500. 

Resuming its upward swing, Wash- 
ington Gas Light moved to 105 yester- 
day, after opening at 104%. Gains were 
noted in six other stocks, Capital Trac- 
tion moving to 106; Chestnut Farms 
Dairy common to 19714; Potomac Elec- 
tric 5% per cent preferred to 108%; 
Washington Rallway & Electric pre- 
ferred to 99%4; American Fire Insur- 
ance to 335, and Lanston Monotype to 
119%. Fractional recessions were re- 
corded in Columbia Sand & Gravel pre- 
ferred, which sold from 92 to 92'4, and 
’ Mergenthaler Linotype, which was ac- 
tive at 104%, and 104'%

brought 105. 


Permit Asked to Issue Stock. 


The Railway Express Agency, brought 
into being by the railroads to take con- 
trol of all the express business next 
March, yesterday filed application with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for authority to issue 1,000 shares of 
the new common stock and $35,000,000 
in debenture bonds. 

It was stated that the 1,000 shares 
of common stock would be divided up 
among the railroads owning the agency. 
The bonds. would be sold to cover the 
cost of the property acquired in effect- 
ing the huge consolidation. The out- 
line of the plan to be followed was 
presented to the commission for its 
approval last week.

One of these would make 
a fumbled ball “dead” at the point of 
recovery; another would provide for 
the ball to be placed in play at the 
start of the third quarter at the point 
it rested when the half ended and the 
third would revise the ruling on the 
point after touchdown, some advocat- 
ing its discontinuance. 


Coach Alonzo Stagg of the Unl- 
versity of Chicago, a member of the 
rules committee, was among the 
first to get in his comment on pro- 
posed changes. 


“The fans seem to be satisfied with 
them now,” was his terse comment. 

The first session of the N. C. A. A 
was held late today behind closed 
doors when the executive committee 
awarded the sixth annual swimming 
championship tournament to Washing- 
ton University, St. Louis, for March 
29-30 and the National Collegiate track 
and field meet to Chicago for June 7-8. 

The name of Dr. 8. V. Sanford, of 
the University of Georgia, president and 
founder of the Southern Conference, 
has been mentioned freely by early ar- 
rivals as a possible nominee to oppose 
Dr. Palmer E. Pierce for president of 
the Athletic Association.

Early Racing of Two- 
Year-Olds Deplored 
by Canadian.

EW ORLEANS, Dec. 27.—New 

Year’s will find every gockey club 

in this country ready to receive 
written or oral plans or suggestions for 
for eliminating aged horses from actual 
cumpetition on the race tracks in the 
United States. This subject is attract- 
ing widespread attention among horse- 
men, who are putting it up to the 
jockey clubs with the hope that during 
1929 some plan may be adopted where- 
by fields in races may not be so crowd- 
ed as to make it necessary to withdraw 
half, and often more than half, of the 
horses listed to start in overnight 
events. 

Following the example of W. C. Du- 
rant, who hung up $25,000 in cash for 
the two best plans to dry up the flow 
of liquor in the United States, horse- 
men at New Orleans will this week im- 
portune Col. E. R. Bradley, Joseph E. 
Widener and possibly one or two other 
leading American horsemen to offer 
substantial cash prizes for a plan or 
plans most suitable for settling once 
and for all the question as to what 
Shall be done with aged race horses. 


As a Starter there is advanced 
the plan of Clem McCarthy who 
has been a close student of racing 
in this country for 40 years. Clem 
believes we should begin with the 
maidens. A maiden in racing is 
any horse, male, or female, regard- 
less of age, that has never won a 
race. Listen to old Clem: 


First—Do away with maiden races for 
four-year-olds and over. 

Second—Accept no entries of such 
maidens that have run twenty times, 
or more (in their lives). 

Third—Accept the entry of no horse 
in a race for three-year-old maidens 
that has run in four such races and 
failed to get in the money. 

Fourth—-Accept the entry of no horse 
in a race for three-year-old maidens 
that has run ten or more times (in his 
life) and never been in the money. 

Fifth—Accept the entry of no horse 
in a race for two-year-old maidens that 
has run eight or more times in maiden 
races and failed to finish in the money, 
(By “in the money” is meant 1-2-3.) 

Thus by McCarthy’s five propositions 
horsemen would be able to sidestep all 
of them simply by refusing to enter a 
sorry, or aged horse in any maiden 
event. 


A favorably known Western Ca- 
nadian breeder, Stanley Harrison, 
has some good ideas for eliminating 
aged horses. He proposes to raise 
the price of all claiming races. 
Also to cut out the painfully early 
racing of two-year-olds, 


In one of the sporting papers a few 
weeks ago was a report that Many 
yearlings owned by prominent racing 
men had worked quarters in better 
than 23 seconds and some of them with 
good weight up. One of the reasons 
why we go to Europe for our breeding 
stock! Baby trials of this type should 
not be boasted about. Rather are they 
a shameful blot on the scroll of the 
turf. We need our leading horsemen 
to set an example of dignity and re- 
straint.

Twelfth Day Goes Without 
Operation Because of 
Child’s Weakness. 


Cincinnat!, Dec. 27 (A.P.).—The con- 
dition of Frank Brooks, 1',-year-old 


baby, confined in a hospital here suf- 
fering partial strangulation from the 
effects of a toy motorcycle lodged in 
his throat, remained serious today. 
Surgeons attending the case said there 
had been no change. 

It is twelve days since the child 
accidentally swallowed the toy at his 
Asco, W Va., home while eating a pack- 
age Of popcorn in which the plaything 
was placed as a prize. The toy, slight- 
ly over an inch long, caught in the 
boy's throat. All efforta to rempve it 
have been fruitless. and recently pneu- 
monia set in. 

The baby’s throat is inflamed 
it is difficult for him to swallow food. 
He can take only liquids, such as milk, 
soups, broths and medical waters. Par- 
tial strangulation prevails, hospital au- 
thorities said. His general physical 
condition has heen too weakened to 
operate. Surgeons still wait a more 
decided improvement before attempt-

* ventilation? The women folks 
are to blame for all these colds. agThey 
dress in the winter just aa they do in 
the summer, They do not weer varm 
clothes. Therefore, when the weather 
turna cold they go in the house and 
atay there, They turn on the heat, 
they shut the windows and they chink 
the cracks, Then the air geta hot and 
dry and the first thing they know 
everybody ia sick. Some have nose 
colds, some sore throat and some 
coughs. I try to get them to let in 
some fresh air and I raise hothing but 
a riot. I turn to your column and I 
don't find a word about fresh air. 
What's the matter with you, anyhow? 


REPLY. ™ 


+ I am sorry that I failéd you.’ I be- 
gan howling about fresh air about 
25 years ago and got called every kind 
of a crank that is found in an un- 
abridged dictionary. I have kept it up 
since and so have the people who call 
me names for pleading for fresh air. 
Here lately I may have siacked up a 
bit. Maybe I thought people were 
more insistent upon fresh air than 
they were 25 years ago. But .j:'t as I 
was feeling comfortable because nobody 
was throwing bricks my way, your 
plaint comes along. 

There is nothing tw do about it ex- 
cept back to the mines! As the people 
go into houses in the fall the common 
cold becomes more prévajent. The 
colder the weather becomes the closer 
the people hug the stove and the 
tighter become the window atrips. 
Then comes January, with its bitterly 
cold weather and its great dearth of 
fresh indoor air. Up jJumips the pneu- 
monia rate. February is just as un- 
pleasant and ventilation just as poor 
and pneumonia is even more deadly. 
The 28 February days record about as 
many deaths as occur during the 31 
January days. The March record is 
Just as bad and some years is worse. 
The machine is going, and slowing !t 
down is difficult. 

But in some countries the people are 
worse off than jin ours. In northern 
Sweden and Russia the people sleep on 
the tops of the brick ovens in winter. 
We get off with less lung disease than 
they. We have not yet tried sleeping on 
ovens.

PATHS OF COMFORT 
HERE are few advertisements 

printed today that are as com- 

pletely convincing as those that 
tell about the ladies who have such a 
poor time in life because their feet 
hurt! Probably, we ure all willing to 
believe them because, at one time or 
another, our own feet have hurt, and 
we know how true it is that then life 
becomes a tragic matter. 

There are a number of procedures, 
such as exercises and baths, that will 
help to cure or prevent foot ills (and 
I mean to discuss some of those in this 
column tomorrow), but first and fore- 
most comes the choice of shoes! 

If we wore exactly the right shoes 
for our individual feet from childhood 
on, it is almost safe to say that we 
would never have any trouble with our 
feet. But, of course, we don’t! Some- 
times, we err unconsciously, but the 
two most serious enemies to foot com- 
fort are our own vanity and the per- 
sistent shoe salesman. It's a great temp- 
tation, when we see our feet looking 
unusually slim and shapely, to buy the 
shoes that make them look so, even if 
we know, by the way they fit, that they 
are just that size and shape that are 
sure to cause discomfort later on: 
Then, the shiny-haired young man in 
the shop who argues that those shoes 
will stretch just the right amount in 
half an hour of wearing is almost over- 
whelmingly persuasive. First. we must 
make up our minds not to be caught by 
either of these snares and, further, to 
look for the qualities in a shoe that 
we know make it comfortable for our 
foot. — 

One most important point is the mat- 
ter of size. If a 5A size fita your foot 
1 one type of shoe, it is almost sure 
to fit it in another> This isn’t an in- 
fallible rule, but it is certainly a gen- 
eral one. Or, if there is some variation, 
it should usually be in favor of a 5B, 
not a 5AA (for the foot that js correctly 
suited by an A width is almost sure to 
be pinched by an AA width, no matter 
what the shoe! Then, the arch of the 
shoe should truly support the arch of 
the foot. Put your weight down solidly 
on your feet whén you are trying on 
new shoes to see if the right support 
is given to the arch. 

you have a bump on the heel of 
your foot (and, once started, It is dif- 
ficult to keep this from recufring when 
you are “breaking in” hew shoes), a 
shoe with a strap will usually be more 
comfortable than an opera pump that. 
slips very easily. Or, if you put a bit 
of smooth cotton over the heel and 
cover that with a square of adhesive 
tape, you can frequently avoid irrita- 
tion from a rubbing shoe. If you have 
an enlarged joint at the’ big toe, avoid 
very high heels, as these throw the 
weight forward and force the joint 
more out of

TEN ALLOWANCES ARE 
MORE THAN $1,000,000 


Washington Lawyers Handle 
Numerous Cases for Firms 
in Other Cities. 


Many local citizens, their estates and 
prominent business concerns in th 
National Capital and vicinity, ar 
named on the Treasury Department’s 
annual list of tax refunds, covering 
the fiscal year ended June 30 last, 
which was made public yesterday by 
the House committee on expenditures 
in the executive department. It was 
announced that $142,393,567 in ille- 
gally and erroneously collected taxes 
have been returned to 168,501 individ- 
uals and corporations. 

The list, however, carried only those 
refunds over $500 and included claim 
income, capital stock, 
sales and estate taxes collected for 
1928 and prior years. 

Ten of the refunds throughout the 
country amounted to more than 
$1,000,000, with the R. J. Reynolds To- 
bacco Co., of Winston-Salem, N. C., 
topping the list with a refund cf 
$6,213,808. The American Tobacco Co. 
and its subsidiaries of New York, came 
next with a refund of $4,270,059. 


Others Get Large Refunds. 


Others receiving more than $1,000,- 
000 were the Federal Shipping Co., of 
N. J., $3,654,239; the estate 
of Margaret Olivia Sage, New York, 
$1,618,939; Swift & Co, Chicago,

Boston. $1,368,826: United Fuel 
Co., Inc., Charleston, W. Va., 
and the estate of Verner 
Zevola Reed, Denver, Colo., $1,222,383.

In a cool and straightforward man- 
ner, Williams is said to have admitted 
his guilt and explained how, for two 
months, he kept clear of the met that 
was spread for him by the Washington 
police shortly after the daring hold-up. 

When arrested Williams had about 
$150 in his possession, and he told po- 
lice he has been “broke” twice since 
he obtained the Earle Theater loot, 
which he said amounted to about 
$1,600. Harry E, Lohmeyer, manager 
ot the Earle. whom Williams admits 
holding up in his office at the point 
of a revolver, reported the theater’s loss 
as $2,776. The manager formally iden- 
tified Williams before Inspector Henry 
Pratt yesterday at headquarters, al- 
though he had made the trip to Chi- 
cago with Detective Sweney for that 
purpose 

Mailed Loot to Uncle. 


Williams said yesterday that his first 
act after holding up Lohmeyer and 
rifling the safe was to get “a square 


meal,” and that he then mailed most 
of his loot to his uncle, Thomas Will- 
iams, in Tampa, Fla., for safe keeping. 

The uncle and Detective Sergt. H. K. 
Wilson last night were en route to 
this city from Tampa to give the 
former’s. version of the _ transaction. 
It was rumored that he wil] disclose 
the name of a third party who helped 
handle the money for young Williams. 

Williams said that he was married in 
Chicago December 19, shortly after his 
arrival in the Illinois city, to a young 
girl employe of a drug store. His 
bride did not accompany him to 
Washington. Most of his loot, he said, 
was spent in traveling and in the 
purchase of expensive clothes. He was 
nattily attired when brought into 
headquarters yesterday.
